Dayton, O., Dec. 21. 

Rear Admiral James F. Schenck 
died to-day of neuralgia of the heart, 
aged 75 years. He has livedin this 
city since 1866, coming here after be- 
ing elected on the retired list of naval 
officers. He entered the United States 
naval service in 1821, on board the 
Hornet, as midshipman, and was suc- 
cessively promoted through all the 
various ranks till he reached that of 
Rear Admiral in 1868. He saw ser- 
vice under Commodore Stockton in 
the Mexican war, and was latergcom- 
mander of a fleet of 14 vessels In the 
attack upon Fert Fisher io the rebel- 
lion. He is brother of General R. C. 
Sehenck. 

Rear Admiral Schenck, who dicd 
yesterday at Dayton, arrived at Mon- 
terey, Cal., August, 1848, in the frigate 
Congress, which was afterwards sunk 
by the rebel ram Merrimac. He was 
with Commodore Stockton when he 
took the Southern California posts, 
and participated in the march upon 
aod battle near Los Angeles. He was 
at the capture of Guaymas and Mazat- 
lan and afterwards commander of a 
mail steamship between San Francisco 
and Panama.

The only ore being handled 
here at present is that which comes 
from the Mount Potosi mine at Cande- 
laria for reduction at the English mill, 
with an occasional test lot from 4 
claim about five miles from town, 
which goes to the Melrese Reduction 
Works at Alameda. If ore, repre- 
sented as coming from Reno, is being 
crushed in Chicago, it may be safely 
said a swindle of some sort is on fout. 
It would be next to impossible to ship 
ore from here without somebody being 
aware of the fact. The railroad men 
know nothing about it, nor anybody 
else. No doubt there 1s plenty of ore 
in this vicinity that might be profit- 
ably worked, but there is not much of 
that sort of business going on here at 
present,

THE INJURED BRAKEMAN. 


It is Said He Mas a Fair Chance 
to Recover. 

The brakeman who was injured on 
the Ventral Pacific road last Wednes-

to yesterday, and is now at the ruil- 
road hospital. Though it was thought 
at first that he could not recover, it 
is now hoped that he will pull through. 
His right thigh is badly crushed, and 
there are serious bruises, There is, 
however, no fracture of the skull, as 
was supposed. The surgeons eay his 


chances for recovery are fair. Mr. 
Douglass was formerly truant officer 
of the public schools at Sacramento. 
He was injured in the manner de- 
scribed as follows: When the west- 
bound overland freight train arrived 
at the suimmit on Wednesday the con- 
ductor missed one of bis crew, aud al- 
though search was made,no traces of his 
whereabouts could be found. An our 
later the engineer of a locomotive called 
the Pusher discovered a man lying on 
the track 11 miles from Truckee, who 
upon investigation, proved to be L. B. 
Douglass, tle missing train hand, and 
although horribly mangled, he was 
still alive dnd conscious. It appears 
that Douglass, in attempting to de- 
scend from the top of a wood Gar, 
stepped on a projecting board, which, 
giving way, threw him under the cars, 
five of which passed over his body. 
Wheo picked up his right leg was ter- 
ribly crushed and broken. The skull, 
at the forehead, was badly contused, 
the thigh was broken, and there was 
a large deep gash in the back of his 
neck. He had !ain for over an hour 
in this condition upon the frozen 
ground, with the thermometer below 
zero. .

Notes on Stock Eeeding. 
A steady, frosty Winter is better 
than an open one in feeding cattle. 
An average two or three-year-old 


steer will eat its own weight of differ- 
ent materials in two weeks. 

It is 30 per cent. more profitable to 
premature and ‘lispose of fattening 
cattle at two years old’than to keep 
them up tv three years. 

A 3-year-old steer, well fed, will 
give at least one ton of manure every 
Winter month. 

On an average it costs 12 cents for 
every additional pound of flesh added 

» the weight of a 2 or 3-year-old fat- 
cvulng steer. 

Iu the fattening of wethers, to finish 
as shearings, the Cotswold and Leizes- 
ter grades can be made up to 200 
pounds, the Oxford down 180 pounds, 
and the Southdown (grade) 160 pounds 
live weight. 

A cow wintered on two tons and a 
half of hay will produce not far from 
five tons of manure, provided that she 
be well littered and none of the ex- 
crements be wasted.
